Under clause ( 6 ) of article 319 of the Constitution , the Chairman 
of a State Public Service Commission , on ceasing to hold office, is 
eligible for appointment as the Chairman or any other member of 
the Union Public Service Commission or as the Chairman of any 
other State Public Service Commission but not for any other em 
ployment either under the Government of India or under the Gov 
ernment of a State , Under clause ( c ) of the same article , a member 
other than the Chairman of the Union Public Service Commission , 
on ceasing to hold office , is eligible for appointment as the Chairman 
of the Union Public Service Commission or as the Chairman of a 
State Public Service Commission , but not for any other employment 
either under the Government of India or under the Government of 
a State. In the context of present times , it is felt that this provision 
should be liberalised . In this connection , attention is invited to sub 
section (3 ) of section 265 of the Government of India Act , 1935 — 
which provision article 319 of the Constitution follows largely 
under which it was possible for a member of the Federal or of any 
Provincial Service Commission , other than the Chairman of the 
Federal Commission and the Chairman of a Provincial Commission , 
to accept employment under the Crown in India with the approval, 
in the case of an appointment in connection with the affairs of a 
Province , of the Governor of the Province in his discretion and, in 
the case of any other appointment, of the Governor -General in his 
discretion . The proposed amendment to article 319 seeks to bring 
the article more or less in line with the said provision of the Gov 
ernment of India Act.

Instances of acceptance of office under a private body by the 
Comptroller and Auditor -General of India or by the Chairman of 
the Union Public Service Commission or by the Chairman of the Public 
Service Commission of a State , after they have ceased to hold such 
offices, are not uncommon . Under clause (4 ) of article 148 and under 
clause ( a ) of article 319 of the Constitution , the Comptroller and 
Auditor -General of India and the Chairman of the Union Public 
Service Commission , respectively , are not eligible for further em 
ployment either under the Government of India or under the Gov 
ernment of any State after they have ceased to hold their respective 
offices. Under clausę (b ) of article 319 of the Constitution , the 
Chairman of a State Public Service Commission , on ceasing to hold 
office , is eligible for appointment as the Chairman or any other mem 
her of the Union Public Service Commission , or as the Chairman of 
any other State Public Service Commission , but not for any other 
employment either under the Government of India or under the 
Government of a State. It is felt that in the interest of maintenance 
of the highest standards of integrity and impartiality in these high 
offices, the ban should also apply to the holding of offices under 
private bodies, even in an honorary capacity .

Instances are not rare where a member , after being appointed a 
member of the Council of Ministers in a State, did not cease to 
attend the House of Parliament of which he had been a member at 
the time of such appointment. This constitutes a constitutional im 
propriety . The Bill seeks to remove this serious lacuna by provid 
ing that the seat of a member who is appointed a member of the 
Council of Ministers in any State shall become vacant on such 
appointment.
